“What The Cows Are Doing,” 
Credits or the “Credits,” have been 
Omitted omitted from this issue of the 

Journal. These production rec- 
ords are issued each month and published in 
the back of each Journal. They include the 
monthly production of all cows in the regular 

Advanced Register test. In fact, they in 

clude all the cows on test except those in the 

Herd Improvement Division. 

At the Sixty-First Annual Meeting of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, held 
in Chicago, the Executive Committee recom- 
mended a complete change in reporting, 
through the pages of the Journal, the cows 
on test. In order to have sufhcient time to 
prepare the material for printing it was 
necessary to eliminate the credits from this 
present issue. Commencing in the Journal 
of June 15, all cows that have been reported 
each month will only be reported when they 
have produced in classes F and G, represent- 
ing the two-year-old class, forty pounds of 
butter fat per month. All above that age 
must produce fifty pounds a month. In 
other words, the publication will comprise a 
fifty-pound record. 

The reason for this change has been 
fnancial. During the past year the Journal 
showed a large deficit, due primarily to the

publishing of so many pages of credits. More 
than one-third of all the pages in the Journal, 
or 968, were devoted to the publishing of 
these credits. This was an increase of thirty- 
one per cent over the previous year. This 
material has been of such great interest to 
the breeders that the committee hesitated to 
make any change in publishing the records, 
but they now feel that because so many 
records are being published it has become 
burdensome, not only from the financial 
standpoint but from the reader’s point of view. 

Testing, one of the most important phases 
of breeding pure breds, has increased ma- 
terially during the past year. When it is 
considered that there are over 1,000 breeders 
testing and that on March 31 there were 
6,173 cows in the regular Advanced Register 
division, as against 3,824 the year previous, it 
can easily be seen that during the coming 
year there would be another tremendous 
increase in the number of pages required for 
reporting credits. 


In the new set-up it is planned to give the 
sire and dam of every animal that appears for 
the first time, and also give her full produc- 
tion record with the number of days on test, 
together with her monthly production when 
she has complied with the forty and fifty 
pound requirement. 
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Pardon my busting in among all these Guernseys. . . 
and J] hope you won’t mind a little crowing. But crowing is 
my specialty. Everybody around Wey Acres knows there 
isn’t a better crower than Andy. Ask any of my feathered 
lady friends. And I know what I’m crowing about, because 
I get around a lot and see a lot . . . just ask ‘‘Joe”’ if I don’t. 


Keeping tab on what the hens are doing is a job in itself, 
but I know a thing or two about these pedigreed Guernseys 
too. Heard ‘‘Joe”’ tell the boss that three more cows have 
just had their records completed and that the average record 
of his A. R. cows is still going up. Was curious to know how 
they did it and after pecking around Joe’s papers, here’s 
what I found:

Guernsey Cattle Club: I have examined 
the report of the Treasurer, Karl B. 
Musser, and the report of the auditors, 
Scovell, Wellington and Company, and 
find that they agree and that there is a 
reported loss of $14,801.49 on the year’s 
operations. 


This is almost the same sum, $15,- 
846.06, reported as the loss on the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 


I have had occasion in former reports 
to express the marvelous work of pro- 
ducing the Journal at so small a loss as 
has usually been reported. 


It seems as if the greater loss reported 
this year may be largely attributed to 
the publication of so many Advanced

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PresipeNnt Ames: Now, the election 
of officers. 

There is to be elected, as usual, for a 
term of one year the President, two 
Vice-presidents, and two members of 
the Executive Committee for four years. 

The members of the Executive 
Committee whose terms have expired 
are John S. Clark and G. H. Hibberd. 

You know who the President is. 

The Vice-presidents are Charles L. 
Hill and William H. Caldwell. 

Are there any nominations first for 
President. 

I would be very glad to step out and 
have someone else take the office be- 
cause I do not think that one person 
should be President for any great term 
of years. You had a wonderful Presi- 
dent in Mr. Scoville, and I do not know 
that you will get another one as good. 

My feeling is, just speaking among 
ourselves, that as far as I am concerned 
a limited term of office for me would be 
appreciated. 

I do not want to take it for granted 
that I am going to be elected, but I 
would say that I have served for two 
years, and if I should serve for three, or 
a total of five, I should think that would 
be perfectly sufficient and a long enough 
time to get somebody else to take it on. 

C. L. Hitt: I want to have the privi- 
lege of nominating Mr. Ames to suc- 
ceed himself. I had that privilege at 
least once before, but I have had parti- 
cular pleasure in visiting his farm this 
year and I want to tell you of two or 
three things that I believe would be of 
interest and which perhaps you do not 
know, to show how much this Club 
owes Mr. Ames for the work he is 
doing for the breed. 

In the first place, having sold so 
many cattle last year, I was surprised 
to find so many cattle on the place, but 
I was even more surprised —I do not 
know why I should have been—to 
find the quality of the cattle there. 

I saw a row of thirty-two yearling 
heifers,any one of which any breeder in 
American could be proud to place in 
the first stall in his barn. The parti- 
cular thing that impressed me was the 
health of the cattle. I never saw, from 
the beginning to the end, such a situa- 
tion of healthy young animals. 

A particular point that I think we 
ought to bear in mind is this: I talked 
to Mr. Shaw, who had just been going 


over the record, and discovered that 
they had bred 224 Advanced Register 
bulls at Langwater Farms. That, of 
course, was done by F. Lothrop Ames, 
as well as John Ames, and it has in. 
creased very rapidly in recent years. 

Mr. Ames has manifested a keen 
interest in the office. He has made 
many trips up there during the year. 
If Musser wanted to tell you the truth, 
he would tell you that at times Mr. 
Ames’ comments would be just a little 
bit irritating perhaps, but always help- 
ful, and possibly Karl needs a little 
watching—I don’t know. (Laughter) 

But anyway Mr. Ames was there 
many times. 

I want to place Mr. Ames in nomi. 
nation to succeed himself. 

W. B. Quarton: I second the 
nomination. 

Presipent Ames: Are there any other 
nominations? 

Cuester C. Botton: Mr. Chairman, 
I move the nominations be closed and 
the Secretary instructed to cast the 
unanimous ballot for Mr. Ames. 

(The motion was duly seconded.) 

PresIDENT AMEs: Those in favor of 
the motion say, aye; opposed, no. It is 
carried, and the Secretary is so in 
structed. 

SecRETARY Musser: Mr. President, 
I cast the unanimous ballot for John S. 
Ames as President. (Applause) 

Presipent Ames: I appreciate, of 
course, this honor which has_ been 
conferred upon me, and I hope I will 
conduct the office reasonably satis’ 
factorily. I will do it to the best of my 
ability, in any event. 

I think Mr. Hill’s talk, though, was 
more in the way of a good advertising 
talk for the cattle than the ability of the 
President. 

We now come to the election of two 
Vice-presidents. Charles L. Hill and 
William H. Caldwell are the two Vice’ 
presidents. 

Do I hear any nominations? 

Tep Wa ter: I wish to nominate 
Charles L. Hill and William H. Cald- 
well for Vice-presidents of The Amer’ 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Presipent Ames: Is that motion 
seconded?

ty: onded that Mr. Clark be elected a 
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member of the Executive Committee 
for four years. All those in favor will 
say, aye; opposed, no. That is a unani- 
mous vote, and the Secretary, I imagine, 
will be instructed to cast the ballot. 

The next is the election of another 
member of the Executive Committee 
for a term of four years. 

L. McL. Merryman: I desire to 
nominate Granville H. Hibberd of 
Maryland. 

(The nomination was duly seconded.) 

PresipENT Ames: Moved and sec- 
onded that Mr. Hibberd be elected a 
member of the Executive Committee. 
Those in favor of the motion say, aye; 
opposed, no. It is a vote, and Mr. 
Hibberd is elected. 

The next item of business is the 
report of the Judging Conference Com- 
mittee, and I would like to call on Mr. 
Hill, Chairman. 

C. L. Hitt: Mr. President, I would 
informally report that the Judging Con- 
ference Committee has carried on the 
work much the same in the last year as 
in the two previous years. 

The members of the committee met 
in New York in the middle of the win- 
ter and selected the fairs at which we 
would offer judges at the expense of the 
Cattle Club this coming year. We 
selected the men whom we believed 
were best fitted to judge at those fairs, 
and we also selected associate judges 
for them. 

There has been a certain phase of 
this work that has been more or less 
embarrassing. The Secretary reported 
that fourteen fairs were cooperating 
for this coming year. We have offered 
the service to seventeen fairs. Some of 
them have not seen fit to accept, and 
some had selected judges before the 
services were offered to them. 

Because of the large expense in get- 
ting such a large group of men together 
it was found absolutely necessary to 
limit those who could attend the Con- 
ference this year at the Club expense 
to those who had been selected to 
judge at these fairs. There were about 
six or eight men‘ who had been previous- 
ly taking part in the Judging Confer- 
ence who were invited to take part this 
year and be associate judges at some of 
the fairs. 

Perhaps the thing that is of greatest 
interest in the whole project is the self- 
sacrificing work that Dean Kildee of 


Iowa has given to carry on this work. 
I am sure that the members of the com- 
mittee feel that it would have been 
absolutely impossible to have accom: 
plished what we believe we have 
accomplished if we had not had Dean 
Kildee’s leadership. 

Along with that leadership question 
goes his selection to judge alone at the 
National Dairy Show this year. 

We have had some people, naturally, 
who wished they had been invited, 
and perhaps they thought that previous 
judging experience would entitle them 
to be invited. Most of these people 


have attended the Conference at 
previous years. They may attend it 
next year. But, as I said before, the 


committee spent about $5,000 against 
a budget set up by the Executive Com- 
mittee of $2,500 last year, and we just 
had to cut down the expense some- 
where. 

It has been suggested that next year 
many or most of the members of the 
Judging Committee itself do not attend 
the school, so as to make a place for 
more people who might not only enjoy 
and profit by the experience but go on 
to judge at fairs this coming year. 

The committee itself feels that you 
will accomplish considerable to unify 
the judgment of the judges at the dif- 
ferent fairs. In. our work we spent a 
day at Franchester Farms last Saturday; 
we spent a day at Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
tin’s farm on Monday; and yesterday 
informally about two-thirds of the 
Judging Committee and the judges 
were at St. James Farm, as were quite 
a good many outside of the committee 
and outside of those who were to 
judge. They were there and took part 
in the judging contest. 

On behalf of the Judging Conference 
Committee I want to express to the 
Executive Committee our very sincere 
appreciation for providing the money 
to carry on this work. Especially I, as 
Chairman of the committee, want to 
say that I feel that a very great com- 
pliment was made because no reference 
was made to the fact that we spent 
about twice as much money as was al- 
lowed. They have not kicked about 
it. Wedid that without permission, 
and will not do so again, although they 
have not said a word about it. 

I feel, as time goes on and if this 
work goes on, as I believe it will, that 
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there will be an increasing number of 
people who will say that we are getting 
more uniform judging at fairs. (Ap- 
plause) 

PresipENT Ames: There was a com- 
mittee appointed last year to study the 
possibility of restricted registration on 
bulls, and Dr. Munn is chairman of 
that committee. I would like to call 
upon him. 

W. A. Munn: Mr. Chairman, the 
committee consisted of Mr. Seiss of 
Indiana, Mr. Golinvaux of Iowa, Mr. 
Haskell of Delaware, and Mr. Cleve- 
land of New Jersey. 

We have had meetings and have 
organized, and we appointed Mr. 
Cleveland as Secretary of the com- 
mittee. I would like at this time to 
have Mr. Cleveland read our report. 

Cuartes D. CLeveLtanp: Mr. Chair- 
man, I will be glad to read the report. 
It is as follows: 

“Committee on Restricted Registration 
Dr. W. A. Munn, Chairman 
Fred C. Seiss 
Joseph Golinvaux 
H. G. Haskell 
Charles D. Cleveland 

“Report: 

“Since the publication in the Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal of October 15, 
1927, of an article by Mr. Cleveland 
advocating some form of the restricted 
registration of bulls, we believe more 
thought and study have been given to 
this subject and we find the opinion of 
the members of the committee to be in 
favor of the basic ideas suggested by 
Mr. Cleveland. 

“The main idea was to assist the 
farmer and young breeder by some 
method that would tend to protect 
him from the use of bulls which would 
be likely to injure or tear down the 
production of his herd. 

“It is entirely probable that in the 
near future the use of artificial breed- 
ing, now demonstrated as _ practical 
under carefully supervised regulations, 
will afford the wide-awake farmer and 
breeder the opportunity of using the 
better sires of the breed at a cost which 
he can afford. 

“Under these circumstances, we 
conclude that the original purpose of 
Mr. Cleveland’s article will be attain- 
ed. We wish, however, to urge that as 
much publicity as possible be given to 
propaganda, emphasizing the impor- 
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tance of the use of bulls whose pro- 
duction inheritance is favorable and 
condemning the further use of males 
whose pedigrees lack proof of produc- 
tive ancestry. 

“The committee made a thorough 
and painstaking study of the proposi- 
tion of registering only male progeny 
from Advanced Register tested dams. 
The questions before us in our delibera- 
tions were: Is this procedure possible 
at the present time; is it advisable; and 
would it bring about real improvement 
of the Guernsey breed in America? 

“Our findings are as follows: 

“1. The association under its pre- 
sent constitution and by-laws could 
not refuse registration to bulls whose 
dams were not tested but who met all 
other registry requirements. 

“2. Many valuable breeding animals 
in practical herds would be denied 
male progeny registration under times 
of economic stress and without change 
of ownership. 

“3. Breed improvement from this 
suggested program would, in the light 
of present inheritance knowledge, be 
somewhat questionable. Progress at 
best would be slow. 

“Recommendation : 

“This committee recommends that a 
plan for the certification of herds be 
inaugurated, after a committee and the 
geneticist of the Club have made a 
report of its findings and the proposed 
details to be embodied in such plan. 

“We further recommend that such 
certification be based, as a ground work, 
upon cumulative records of production 
requirements which the average good 
dairyman can attain.” 

Dr. Munn: In the first place, I 
want to take this opportunity of thank- 
ing the members of this committee 
for the tireless effort and the wonderful 
cooperation they have given us in try- 
ing to bring about such a report as they 
have given to you. 

However, it seems to me, in listening 
to this report, that it needs a little 
clarification perhaps in raising the cur- 
tain on some of the thoughts and de- 
liberations that came before this com- 
mittee. 

One of the main thoughts that 
seemed to be brought to this com- 
mittee by the members themselves and 
by the breeders whom we contacted, 
seemed to be that the present time of 


fegimentation of everything was not 
the proper time to try and demand o, 
to compel anybody to do anything 
along our registrations, and for that 
reason we thought it was best to try 
and suggest some other means of 
arriving at a way of improving our 
Guernsey breed. 

I know there was not a member upon 
that committee who was not striving 
for the same purpose, and there was 
not a man whom we contacted, and 
there is not a member present here to. 
day who is breeding Guernsey cattle 
whose one ambition is not to improve 
the breed. 

However, as we viewed it, it seemed 
that there was an idea which has been 
going on for years in the minds of the 
men who breed Guernseys, that there is 
a valuable amount of knowledge among 
different people which hasbeen wasted. 

It was our thought in bringing about 
the suggestion for the certification of 
herds and bulls that some plan could be 
worked out within the committee of the 
Club, and with the Genetics Depart- 
ment, with which we are working, so 
as to bring together in the form of 
surveys of records kept by breeders 
who would voluntarily agree to co 
operate in such a movement, and from 
that knowledge we could disseminate 
something that would be of universal 
interest and point the way to future 
progress for the Guernsey _ breed. 
(Applause) 

PresipeNt Ames: Thank you, Dr. 
Munn. 

I think the question comes on the 
acceptance of the report and the dis’ 
charge of the committee. As I under 
stand it, this study will be continued at 
the Cattle Club office through the 
Secretary and the other officials. 

Dr. Munn: Mr. Chairman, Dr. 
Heizer is here in the room and it might 
be well to have him report on what 
the possibility would be of such 4 
survey as we suggested. 

I would like to have you call on Dr. 
Heizer. 

Presipent Ames: Is Dr. Heizer here’ 

Dr. Herzer: Mr. Chairman and 
ladies and gentlemen: I do not care to 
go into great detail as to what the pos 
sibilities are because at the present time 
I am not in a position to know what 4 
herd certification plan could be made to 
do for a breed. 
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One breed now has in effect in this 
country and has had for two years a 
plan of certifying herds, following cer- 
tain approved practices based on testing 
all cows in a herd, and based on a sound 
health program. This particular breed 
also has herd classification of animals 
incorporated in it. It has been set up 
more or less as a reward, you might say, 
for following meritorious and progres- 
sive practices by breeders. 

The reaction in that particular breed 
has been such that another breed ex- 
pects to set up a similar herd certifica- 
tion plan this coming year. They found 
it has stimulated many of the small 
farmer-breeders who do not have an 
opportunity to be rewarded for such 
practices in any other way. 

It points out, or should point out, 
outstanding breeding families, both 
sires and cow families, such as the 
breeders throughout the country can 
know about. 

So I naturally feel that a plan of this 
sort can be worked out and mean a 
great deal to you in future breed 
improvement. 

I had the privilege of sitting in with 
this committee and listening to the 
deliberations, and I would just like to 
emphasize again the statement that has 
already been made that every man on 
the committee had in anything he sug- 
gested the welfare of the Guernsey 
breed at heart. And I sincerely hope 
that the Club will see fit to go on and 
have this method of herd certification 
studied, and, if possible, worked out 
during the coming year. (Applause) 

PresipeNt Ames: As I said before, a 
motion is in order to accept the report, 
and thank the committee, and the com- 
mittee to be discharged. The work 
will be carried on by the Club with the 
cooperation of Dr. Heizer. 

If I hear no objections, that proce- 
dure will be followed. 

The next item is one that affects 
the office of the Secretary. 

Our fiscal year closes March:31. In 
the old days when we did not have so 
many special committees, and so many 
feldmen, and so many activities, it was 
much easier to get the reports together. 
I am speaking more especially of the 
Secretary's reports, and the reports of 
the fieldmen and the committees. It 
Was easier to get them in shape and 
send them out to the members of the 
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Executive Committee so that they 
could have plenty of time to study them. 

This year the fiscal year ended on 
March 31. I do not know whether all 
the reports got in on time, but there 
were so many of them and so much for 
the Secretary to digest and study and 
write, that he was overworked. He 
went down to Boston to get away from 
the office, so nobody could call him on 
the telephone or disturb him. 

I know the auditors did not get 
through until just a week before this 
meeting. . In consequence, the reports 
to the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee got to them only two or three 
days before they had to leave for Chi- 
cago. You can see that with this 
accumulated work that condition will 
not improve but maybe will get worse. 

So it was our thought as we did not 
want to change the date of this meet- 
ing, because it is an ideal time for it, 
that perhaps we may change the closing 
of the fiscal year to a month earlier, 
which would facilitate matters a lot. 

Cuester C. Botton: Mr. Chairman, 
since it is largely a matter of administra- 
tion and in reference to the efficiency of 
the Club, it might be well to leave the 
matter in the hands of the Chair to 
determine the proper change in the 
fiscal year, whether it be to February 
28, or whatever date the Chair sees fit. 

I make such a motion, that the mat- 
ter be left in the hands of the Chair 
with power to decide. 

(The motion was duly seconded.) 

PresipeNt Ames: Is there anything 
further to be said about it? 

SecreTARY Musser: Mr. Chairman, 
that record is not going to look so good 
the way the President explained it. 
The Secretary is not overworked, as 
you can well see, but I just want to 
sketch the situation for you. 

It is primarily the matter of the 
financial reports that hold up the work. 
We can’t close the books of a $300,000 
institution over night. We try to 
close them on the fifth day of the fol- 
lowing month. Our auditors demand 
that we do nothing further in this work 
until they have audited the records, 
and they take a week to do that. 

We got out everything that you have 
seen, all the summaries and that sort of 
thing, in just fifteen days, and we can 
continue to do that. It is not so much 
from the standpoint of the office that 


this suggestion is made, but I think the 
members of the Executive Committee 
who are responsible for this institution, 
which spends a third of a million dollars 
a year, should have more than just the 
time of the trip to Chicago to study 
these reports. 

I would like to see the fiscal year 
changed in such a way that they would 
have at least two weeks in which they 
can read and digest these reports, and 
have many more facts readily in their 
minds when they meet in executive 
session before this annual meeting. 

Even a more important thing is that 
they can seek information that is im- 
possible to put in reports. They could 
ask for details on some parts of the 
reports, and we should have time to 
supply your Executive Committee with 
all the information it wishes before this 
annual meeting. 

PresipENT Ames: Mr. Bolton has 
made a motion that it be left to the 
Chair to decide when that date for the 
closing of the fiscal year shall be. 

Those in favor of Mr. Bolton’s 
motion will say, aye; opposed, no. It 
is a vote. 

We are down in our schedule of 
business to the report on color work, 
and I would like to callon Mr. Hibberd. 

Granvitte H. Hipperp: Mr. Presi- 
dent, I do not think I can add much to 
what has already been reported in the 
Secretary's report. 

I want to say that we feel that we are 
making progress. We have had quite 
a time getting machines that are satis- 
factory. We finally have another 
machine, and I think it is here today if 
anybody wants to see it, introduced by 
the New Jersey Experiment Station. 
They feel that this is amachine that 
works and can do what they want in 
order to get proper readings. 

I do not know that there is much 
else to say, except we have been very 
fortunate in selecting New Jersey 
people to do the work. We were up 
there last winter and were very much 
impressed with what they were doing. 
They tested out the milk after feeding 
cattle different kinds of feed. We felt 
we were very fortunate in getting 
them to do this work for us. 

It has been quite a problem for us to 
hold it down to a practical result. The 
scientific investigators when they get 
started want to find out a lot of things 
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in which we are not specifically in- 
terested, but we feel that we can hold 
it down so we really will get some 
practical results. 

We have decided to continue the 
work another year, and we hope to 
have something worth while to report 
then. 

Presipent Ames: I think at this time 
it is in order for somebody to move 
that this body accept the acts of the 
oficers and Executive Committee for 
the past fiscal year. That was done 
last year. 

H. M. Brown: I so move. 

(The motion was duly seconded.) 

Presipent Ames: Those in favor will 
say, aye; opposed, no. It is a vote. 

Yesterday we had one of these all- 
day Executive Committee meetings, 
and I want to touch just a little on the 
work and the questions that we were 
considering. 

First, I want to speak to you about 
the financial set-up of last year in our 
operations. It was a disappointment to 
me. In the budget we figured the in- 
come very closely. I think it was only 
a few hundred dollars out of the way. 
The income was $324,000, and I believe 


the Secretary says that it was only $300 
off. But on the expense side it was very 
disappointing. 

In the Herd Register, which is our 
great source of income, there was a 
decrease in that revenue of $5,000, in 
round figures, and there was a decrease 


in the expenses of only $1,300. You 
see the income decreased more than the 
expenses did. 

In the Advanced Register the income 
was $1,900 above the year before, but 
the expenses were $6,000 above the 
year before. I think that has been gone 
into quite thoroughly in regard to the 
publishing of the credits and Advanced 
Register Herd test which has had a 
great deal to do with that, and possibly 
when we set the $2 fee for each animal 
we set the figure too low. 

In the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
the increased expenses were $10,000, 
and there was only $2,000 more income 
than the year before. 

We studied that question yesterday 
and we considered whether we could 
not increase the revenue by more 
advertising. We thought that we could 
admit some advertising that a previous 
committee had voted to strike out. 
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In general, the income increased 
$1,700. The general deficit was $1,400 
below the year before,—nearly $1,500. 

I think some of these expenses were 
in reference to matters over which we 
had no control. This year we have 
gone very carefully over the budget. 
We have cut the estimate of probable 
income so we will be on the safe side, 
and we have tried to cut the expenses. 
We have passed a motion that the ex- 
penses shall not exceed $300,000, as I 
remember it, and there is an emergency 
fund of $10,000 that can be used. 

Our receipts, after cutting them 
down, we estimate will be about $305,- 
000. We hope to keep within that 
limit. The expenses cannot be raised 
above $300,000 without a vote of the 
finance committee, but we have a lee- 
way of $10,000 that we may have to use. 

The monthly credits printed in the 
Journal cost a great deal of money this 
year, and we thought that perhaps some 
scheme could be worked out by which 
we could save $8,000 or $9,000. We 
have a contemplated plan. It is not 
quite in shape, but we think there can 
be a lot of economies affected if we do 
not publish all of their bad records, 
perhaps. Publish more of the good 
records so that you will see the good 
cows rather than the poor cows. That 
is something that has to be worked out. 

Then we have studied the question 
of giving more information to the breed- 
er in the Advanced Register Book that 
comes out, that we call the Gold Book. 
There has been for several years a defi- 
nite request for the printing of the 
Herd Register. We know that will 
cost a great deal of money, and as we 
are running now we could not afford 
to do it without dropping some of our 
other activities. That isa question that 
ought to be gone into very carefully, 
and we are going to consider what it 
would cost and every angle connected 
with it, and bring it up at a meeting of 
the committee in September. 

We voted to meet at the Cattle Club 
in Peterborough in September. 

Various suggestions have been made, 
and we are going all over the field to see 
exactly, as far as possible, where we 
stand in regard to this question. 

The Secretary has been in touch 
with Borden’s Milk Company in re- 
gard to an exhibit at the World’s Fair 
in New York in 1939. I think he is 


more capable of talking upon that syb. 
ject than I am, as to how far they have 
gotten, and what they have done. | 
would like to ask the Secretary to 
speak about it. 

Secretary Musser: Mr. President, 
this is a plan contemplated at the 
World’s Fair in 1939 by The Borden 
Company who proposes to put up an 
exhibit at an expense of $450,000. 
called “Dairying of the Future.” 

They are building a Rotolactor such 
as they have at the Walker-Gordon 
Farms, and they will use 200 cows in 
this Rotolactor. There will be cows on 
the Rotolactor all the time, and each 
cow will be milked three times. 

I will not sketch the detail of this 
proposition, but there is a proposal 
now that the five dairy breeds furnish 
forty cows for this exhibit, and to that 
end, although the proposition has not 
definitely been passed, but to us now 
the proposal is that Borden's will give 
each of the Cattle Clubs a sum of 
money if the Cattle Clubs will take the 
responsibility of selecting presentable 
animals and seeing that they get there, 
and take the responsibilities in relation 
to this phase. 

In addition, they open their avenues 
of dairy publicity to the breeds and set 
apart in this building a section in which 
the pure bred dairy cattle societies may 
present the influence of pure bred 
dairy cattle on dairying in America. 
They have correlated the work in this 
program with that of the foreign office 
consuls. 

We will especially devote our time 
to contacting Latin America. It 1s not 
definitely decided just how this will be 
worked out. 

We believe that the future in Latin 
America especially is unusually bright 
for pure bred dairy cattle from the 
United States. 

I want to point out again that this is 
a contemplated project that we are 
presenting at this time, but we thought 
the breeders should know something 
about it. 

If any of you have any ideas in 
connection with it we will be very 
happy to have them. 

Presipent Ames: I forgot to say that 
at the meeting yesterday, at the very 
end of it when we were all rather 
tired out, a motion was made that the 
officials of the Club consider if it # 
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possibl. to simplify the classes of the 
diflerer Advanced Register classifica- 
tions. 

Som think still that we are pretty 
well sy ead out in the number of dif- 
ferent lasses that we have. That 
will be .one into. I do not know what 
will cor.e out of it, but something might. 

I wat to ask Mr. Buckley if he 
wants t) read his resolution. 

H. H Bucxtey: Well, I will present 
it. 

PresivENT AMEs: Just as you say. 

H. H. Bucxtey: I want to say in the 
way of a preamble before I start this 
resolution that Mr. Munn made me 
very happy in his report, or the report 
of his committee, when he said that 
they had not any personal axes to 
grind they were for the Guernsey 
breed. That is a splendid attitude. I 
hope “amen” was added by every one 
of you to that report. 

I have been studying for quite some 
time along that very line, and this 
resolution which I am asking you to 
consider is based on that situation: 

“To the officers and members of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. 

“Dear Friends: 

“WHEREAS: ‘If thou wouldst 
improve the world, improve thyself, 
and 

“WHEREAS: If you would improve 
the Guernsey breed, improve your own 
Guernseys and 

“WHEREAS: To improve your own 
cows, do everything the way your cows 
want it done. If your cows are hungry, 
feed them when they should be fed; if 
they are thirsty, see that they have 
plenty of nice pure water at hand; if 
their udders are full of milk and they 
want to be milked, milk them. 

“NOW, THEREFORE, BE. IT 
RESOLVED: That we request the 
Executive Committee, whose business 
itis to name the rules and regulations 
for making Advanced Register records, 
to permit us to milk our cows on Ad- 
vanced Register test as often as they 
should be milked; that we request our 
Executive Committee to give this their 
early consideration. 

Faithfully yours, 
H. H. Buckley” 

My point is this: That in the Triple 
Letter Class you will find that there 
“fe cows giving sixty pounds a day, 
ang somebody says you shall not milk 
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them but twice a day. That somebody 
is an enemy of that cow. I propose in 
my resolution here to correct anything 
in the Guernsey Club that unintention- 
ally is an enemy to a Guernsey cow. 
We love them. In fact, our wives say 
that we love our Guernseys better than 
we do them. 

Now, gentlemen, I move the adop- 
tion of this resolution. 

PresipENT Ames: Most of us do not 
have cows that need to be milked so 
often as Mr. Buckley’s. 

Mr. Bucx.ey: Well, now, there is no 
reason why the rest of you fellows 
should not have just as good cows as 
Mr. Buckley has, if you will follow his 
practices. 

PresipDENT Ames: Has Mr. Buckley’s 
resolution been seconded; that the 
Executive Committee study the needs 
of the cow and the question of the 
number of times a day she should be 
milked. Do I hear anybody second 
that resolution? 

Mr. Bucktey: This is the coldest 
audience I ever struck in considering so 
vital a point as that is for the improve- 
ment of the Guernsey breed. 

PresipENT Ames: Well, I will say, 
Mr. Buckley, that we will take up and 
study that question. 

Mr. Bucxzey: But I would like to 
have you authorized to act on it by this 
meeting, authorize the Executive Com- 
mittee to act. 

F. S. Dupney: Mr. Chairman, I will 
second that motion. 

Presipent Ames: It is moved and 
seconded. As many as are in favor say, 
aye. 

C. D. Creveranp: May I, Mr. 
Chairman, have that resolution read 
again? 
(President 
resolution.) 


Prestipent Ames: Mr. Cleveland, do 


Ames then reread the 


_you wish to say anything? 


Mr. Cieveranp: No, sir, I just 
wanted to have it readagain. I thought 
it was worded differently. 

PresipeNT Ames: Is there anybody 
else who wants to speak on that resolu- 
tion? If not, the motion is to adopt it. 
Those in favor will say, aye; opposed, 
no. It is a vote. 

L. McL. MerryMan: I was very 
much interested in what Mr. Musser 
said about this exhibit. Do I or do I 
not understand that these are to be 


pure bred cattle? 

SECRETARY Musser: Oh, yes. 

Mr. MerryMan: Well, it puts us 
under a tremendous disadvantage. Our 
breed sells at twice what any other 
breed sells at. The grades are more or 
less of the same value. 


We all know what happens to cows 
that go through the Rotolactor. The 
average age of a cow on the Walker- 
Gordon Farms is two years. I mean the 
cow is out of the window as far as ever 
working after that, or, it is even money 
that you lose her. You lose her use- 
fulness. 

I think it is awfully important to this 
breed that we put up a real exhibit if 
we go into it. We have got cows that 
can do it, but it will cost us just twice 
as much to get them there as any of the 
other breeds. 

I think we ought to go there, and if 
we go there we have got to go there 
with good ones, but there will be a 
tremendous sacrifice being made. We 
probably will get it all back, but I 
thought I should mention that at this 
time. 

Jacos T ants: Does the Club intend to 
have a booth or an exhibit at the Fair, 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club? 

Secretary Musser: The exhibit 
with Bordens would be the only one. 

Another possibility, Mr. Tanis, is 
that there is going to be a model farm 
put up by an electric concern in which 
they contemplate using possibly two 
good specimens of each of the five dairy 
breeds. 

Mr. Tanis: Well, I think The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club or 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., ought to have 
an exhibit of their own. That would 
be more important than joining in with 
Borden’s. 

Secretary Musser: That is what we 
thought until we saw what they 
charged to get into the front gate. 

Mr. Tanis: Well, I think it would 
be a very good advertisement. It 
would be better than spending money 
any other way. 

Presipent Ames: The thought that 
was in the Secretary's talk was that we 
think that we ought to go along with 
the other breeds. If we are the only 
ones that are left out, wouldn't it look 
a little odd? 

We know, of course, that it is going 
to cost quite a lot of money and sacri- 
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fice, perhaps, of the people that have 
the cows. 

Presipent Ames: Can somebody tell 
us about the Midwest sale? 

C. R. Huston: Mr. Chairman, I do 
not think Mr. Welch is here. 


sorry I saw him when I did, otherwise

he would have asked somebody else to 
handle this job. 

I have been told that there is a barn 
full of good cattle and a lot of people 
looking at them. Evidently there are 
some people looking at them who 
are not Guernsey breeders. 

This Midwest sale is set up on a 
little different basis than the other two 
preceding sales. The cattle have been 
selected by a committee composed of 
Wilson, Newlin, McCormick, Stevens, 
Farner and some more of these fellows, 
and they have picked animals that they 
thought would most nearly fit the needs 
of this particular section of the country. 
They have gathered them together at 
the Amphitheater, and they are going 
to sell them tomorrow. 

This afternoon at 3:00 o'clock, 4:00 
o'clock, and 5:00 o'clock, Greyhound 
buses are chartered from here to the 
grounds. At 6:30 they are having a 
parade of these animals, and at 7:30 


they are having a banquet. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick is the Chairman of that. 

Tomorrow at noontime is the sale. 
They also have buses that will carry 
you out there tomorrow morning. 

Colonel Joe is going to officiate in the 
box, and anybody that has heard Joe 
knows how he works. 

With the cattle we have gathered 
there, I do not see any reason under the 
sun why we should not have one of the 
best sales that has ever been held in this 
section of the country. 

Presipent Ames: Is there any other 
business to come before the meeting? 

Tep Wa cter: | understand that the 
milk distributors in Chicago are con- 
sidering paying a premium on color in 
order to blend milk in with their 
Grade A. If this is so, I think it would 
be a good thing if someone from our 
Executive Committee got in touch 
with them, because we have peculiar 
city ordinances here, as the Milk Com- 
mittee of our breed knows. 

We cannot have any special marking 
on milk distributed in Chicago, under 
the Chicago ordinance. 

If the distributors are willing to pay 
a premium or are going to pay a pre- 
mium for color, I think it would be well 


for somebody from the Executive Com, 
mittee to get in touch with them. 
Presipent Ames: The Chicigo Milk 
Market has given us a lot of headaches. 
We have had many meetings and we do 


not seem to have gotten very far. [am 
glad to have this information, and we 
certainly will go through with it and 
see what can be done. 

Tep Wa ter: It came to me from an 
official of the Borden Company. | do 
not want to quote him because he asked 
me not to. I will be glad to mention jt 
in private to you or any of the Execu- 
tive Committee, though. 


Presipent Ames: Well, I remember 
last December when the committee met 
here we had a luncheon with some of 
the most interested men of Northern 
Illinois, and discussed the whole ques: 
tion with them, and we rather left it to 
them. They thought that they could 
do a much better job than we could. 


It is a headache, and we certainly 
will look into it through our Golden 
Guernsey representative. 


Is there any other business? 


I hear no further business and | 
declare the meeting adjourned.

with the help of part of the extension 
staff of the Oklahoma A. and M. 
College, have been furnishing the lead- 
ership which has gradually caused this 
larger group to become more or less 
acquainted one with the other. 

This action crystalized last winter 
with the organization of a Northwest- 
ern Oklahoma Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation of which D. J. Oven, Enid, is 
president; J. B. Harden, Ponca City, 
vice-president; Clifford Lorenz, Hitch- 
cock, secretary, and A. R. Bowles, 
Enid, treasurer. 

On April 25 this group staged the 
first Parish or Regional Show that has 
been held in Oklahoma by the Guern- 
sey breeders, although shows of this 
type have been held in this state by 
other breeds for several years. These 
Northwestern Oklahoma breeders wel- 
comed this opportunity to the extent 
that twenty-one exhibitors brought 
out fifty-nine head and showed them in 
this one day show, for ribbon prizes 
only, before an audience of 200 in- 
terested spectators. The show was 
held in the exhibit hall of the municipal 
auditorium at Enid. The Enid Cham- 
ber of Commerce supplied the necessary 
funds to carry the expense of the show. 
Professor F. W. Atkeson, head of the 
Dairy Department of the Kansas State 
College at Manhattan, did the judging 
and gave his reasons on each class in 
his very convincing and acceptable 
manner. J. B. Hurst, County Agent 


at Enid, acted as manager of the show 
and had the details well in hand. As: 
sistant Extension Dairyman R. W. 
Stumbo had furnished both Mr. Hurst 
and the committee with able guidance 
prior to the show and assisted with 
the handling of the ring on that day, 
being particularly in charge of the 
judging contest. Forty adults and 
eighteen juniors participated in this 
ringside judging contest. Tied for 
first place among the adults in judging 
of these four classes of Guernseys were 
Mrs. Leta Leighton and Mrs. Laura 
McGilliard, both of Stillwater. Tied 
for second were Madge Westfahl, 
Fairview, Leo Cross, Enid, and E. M. 
Hershberger, Enid. Among the juniors 
Doris Westfahl, Okeene, was. first: 
Elsie Mae Taylor, Cheyenne Valley 
and Clinton Champlin, Fairview, tied 
for second; Betty Westfahl, Locust 
Grove, was third, and Merlin Newman, 
Okeene, Phyllis Reaves, Cleo Springs, 
and Marvin Crawford, Fairview, were 
tied for fourth.

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Gossip From 
Old (suernsey Island 


By Basil C. de Guerin 


r the time of writing, Guernsey 
is experiencing a drought such 
as has been unknown before 

at this time of the year. Continued 
absence of rain of any consequence 
throughout March and April has pro- 
duced a situation which is now rapidly 
becoming serious. As may be imagined 
the rainfall upon this tiny dot in the 
ocean , is infinitesimal compared to the 
needs of the residents, and this is 
particularly so during the spring and 
early summer months. It is then that 
the large army of tomato growers are 
approaching the zenith of their under- 
glass crops and the warmer the weather 
ind the more the sun shines, the greater 
is their need for water to swell their 
ripening fruit. 

In addition to the rapid expansion 
of glass during recent years, there has 
been a corresponding increase in resi- 
dential building with the need for 
water for domestic services, and at the 
same time, more and more miles of 
island roads have been covered with 
some form of bitumen preparation. 
This latter, while appreciated by mot- 
orists and other users of these surfaces, 
has the effect of chuting the rainfall 
directly through the gutters to-the 
main drain into the sea instead of the 
greater proportion percolating back 
through the soil to the subterranean 
springs. , 

Hence, as the demand increases the 
natural supply becomes less and already 
the local Water Board is seriously 
perturbed about their reserve supplies. 
Most of these are conserved from the 
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springs which flow to us beneath the 
shallow bed of the Channel from the 
far off French Alps, and disused granite 
quarries are being used as temporary 
reservoirs in the greatest drought 
which has been known since the year 
1921 when the demand for water was 
by no means as great as it is today. 

All restrictions upon movements of 
cattle throughout these islands have 
now been taken off and heavy ship- 
ments have been the result. One bull, 
one cow and 14 heifers were dispatched 
in one consignment to England from 
Guernsey, which is a serious depletion 
of our reserve of young stock at a time 
when the Island authorities are urging 
farmers to build up their herds. A 
proof of the continued popularity of 
the breed in foreign countries has been 
the shipment of a bull and two heifers 
from the well-known local French 
Agricultural College, La Vimiera, to 
Auloulea, Italy. The fame of the 
breed was spread in that country by 
the late Alfred Le Patourel of La 
Ramee, who made the first two ship- 
ments of stock to Italy as far back as 
the year 1909. 


The proposal that the retail price 
of milk should be raised for the months 
of April and May to the level of eight 
cents per pint as fixed by law for the 
summer months, June to September 
inclusive, was withdrawn at the last 
moment from consideration by the local 
states at the request of representatives 
of the farmers, who are apparently 


satisfied after all with existing condi- 
tions. 


A movement has been set on foot in 
the Island, as the result of an appeal in 
a local journal, with the object of 
establishing a Young Farmers’ Section 
of our Agricultural Society. The 
popularity of these bodies on the main- 
land is undoubted, and the good work 
they achieve was apparent to any of 
those who have met the two young 
representatives of the Horsham Club 
on their recent visit to purchase stock 
on the Island. Of recent years, classes 
for young judges have been included in 
the schedule of certain local shows, but 
useful as such may be to encourage the 
rising generation of those already pos- 
sessed of certain knowledge, these 
classes cannot, of course, inculcate the 
principles of breeding and the practical 
care of stock to the uninitiated. The 
greatest obstacle to the formation of 
such clubs is procuring experienced 
teachers, but in wishing this move- 
ment good luck it is hoped that sufh- 
cient practical farmers will interest 
themselves in it to ensure its success. 

A certain outcry among wellin- 
tentioned bird lovers has been caused 
here recently because a farmer has shot 
down a magnificent specimen of a fast- 
disappearing species known as a sea 
eagle. With a wing spread of over six 
feet, this bird has rarely, if ever, been 
seen in these latitudes before, and is 
considered to be very scarce, even in 
Scotland, which is its native habitat. 

The Annual Report and Year Book 
of the Royal Guernsey Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society for the year 
1937 has now been issued and contains 
a full account of all the activities of 
this Society during the past twelve 
months. The Honorary Secretary's 
report, which was presented to the 
Annual Meeting, has already been 
dealt with fully in these columns 
(April 1 issue), but there are many 
other features which make the hand- 
book invaluable to all who would 
follow the progress of the breed on its 
Island home. 

Among these latter is an interesting 
table comparing the registration and 
export of cattle from Guernsey during 
the last twelve years. In 1925 a total

Advanced Register Herd Test

HEN our Advanced Regis- 

ter Division adopted the 

Advanced Register Herd 
Test plan, which went into effect 
July 1, 1937, I believe it took a step 
for advancement which will prove to 
be of immeasurable value in the im- 
provement of the Guernsey breed. 
Already the large number of herds 
throughout the country, both large 
and small, that have begun testing 
under this plan, many of them herds 
that formerly did no testing, attest 
to the fact that it fits into their program 
and management practices better than 
previous Advanced Register testing 
did. It makes one wonder if maybe 
selective testing is not doomed, or at 
least due to lose a great deal of its 
popularity. To most of us the Ad- 
vanced Register Herd Test presents 
new problems of management of the 
herd, and these I propose to discuss a 
little in this article. 


LiretiMe PropuctioNn Recorps 


I do not wish to give the impression 
that I think selective testing is of no 
or even little value in estimating the 
producing ability of our cows, but on 
the contrary it always takes a good 
cow coupled with skillful feeding and 
management to make a high Advanced 
Register record. In fact, in the past 
these records have been the means of 
a great deal of progress in breed im- 
provement. However, the surest way 
to measure our progress in breeding 
for production is by keeping records 
on all cows each year. Lifetime pro- 
duction records, and these depend 
upon regular breeding efficiency, are 
the real measure of the value of any 
cow. 

Then, too, testing each cow every 
year will give us the most accurate 
information on sires rating them good, 
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with Approval.

bad, or mediocre. By surrendering 
the registration certificates on the low 
producers the average of the breed 
will be raised and seed stock from low 
producers will not be passed on and 
allowed to reproduce inferior pure 
breds. Added to these advantages to 
the breed as a whole is the saving to 
the individual in reduced fees, which 
is quite an item. 


Cows Can Be OverworkeD 


Wr the adoption of the Ad- 


vanced Register herd test many of us 
who are testing in the single and 
double letter classes have changed 
over to threetime-a-day milking for 
the entire herd. This means in a lot 
of cases that our herds are being fed 
heavier and forced to work harder 
than formerly, and if these cows are 
worked too hard the natural result 
will be shortened lives and impaired 
breeding efficiency. The net result, 
therefore, will be a loss rather than a 
gain. So, guided by the light of past 
experience and scientific knowledge 
these two hazards must be overcome 
in our feeding and management prac- 
tices. 


SOUND FEEDING PRACTICES 


Is general, I believe this means a- 
voiding heavy grain feeding, especially

high proteins and supplying large 
amounts of high quality roughages. 
The vitamin and mineral content of 
our feeds must be given careful con- 
sideration. The fact that there is 
more to be known about feeding a 
cow than just providing protein, 
carbohydrates, and fat in the proper 
proportions is being realized more and 
more by our leading investigators. 
To me the advisability of providing 
an abundance of good fertilized pas- 
ture and green feeds for as long a sea’ 
son as possible cannot be overempha- 
sized. Then for winter feeding the 
preservation of green roughage in 
order to hold as much as possible of 
their vitamins and minerals will be of 
great benefit to the health, production 
and breeding efficiency of the herd. 
I might also add that I believe that 
animals grown and developed under 
this plan of management are more apt 
to be of show caliber than where their 
nutrition has been neglected.

“ LARA’ is dead. 
Word has been received 
from Hilltop Farm telling us 
of the loss of that great cow, Imp. Hill- 
top Butterfat’s Clara 160768. “Clara” 
was a beautiful animal, combining 
everything —exceptional conformation, 
production and reproduction, and was 
considered by many to be one of the 
outstanding cows the breed has ever 
known. 

Imp. Hilltop Butterfat’s Clara 160768 
was born July 16, 1923, as the result of 
the mating of Imp. Primrose’s Butter- 
fat 104967 and Clara’s Pride II. R. G. 
A.S. 9536 P. S. 

Equally well-known is her sire, Imp. 
Primrose’s Butterfat 104967, that was 
the sire of seven class leaders and seven 
class leading granddaughters that were 
sired by six different sons. 

She was bred by E. P. Mahy on the 
Island of Guernsey and imported by 
Gordon Hall on February 2, 1924. 
On March 4 she was purchased by 
George M. Hendee, Hilltop Farm, 
Sufheld, Connecticut, where she made 
her home. 

During her lifetime she made three 
Advanced Register records, one of 
which still tops class AAA. Her 
records include: 14060.6 pounds of 
milk and 694.3 pounds of butter fat in

class GG; 17009.3 pounds of milk and 
856.6 pounds of butter fat in class A;

HE breeders of Washington and

nual Consignment Sale of regis- 
tered Guernseys at Puyallup, Wash- 
ington, on April 28.

The so-called “recession” undoubted- 
ly had its effect, but in a clear appraisal 
of the difference two other factors 
should be taken into consideration. This 
year's consignments were considered to 
be up to the average in quality with the 
past few years. As is always the case, 
however, the management will lose 
five or six for one reason or another, not 
the least being those that turn up 
suspicious to the agglutination test 
when heavy-in-calf, which was not 
different this year from experiences of 
the South Carolina Club ever since it 
has followed a fifteen year policy of re- 
quiring the test. The test this year 
happened to get three of the top con- 
signments and two others, which were 
considered tops, dropped out. This 
fact, coupled with the fact that eight 
unbred heifers were included in this 
year's consignment, differing from the 
policy of past years of offering nothing 
younger than two-year-olds bred to 
freshen within sixty days of sale date, 
helped the “recession” to lower the 
average. It would appear, therefore, 
in the light of these facts, that good 
Guernseys have suffered less than other 
commodities. 

The likely two-year-old, Gold Branch 
A. D. Betty Rachel 543933, consigned 
by J. B. Roddey of Columbia, topped 
the consignment at $630, going to A. 
L. Brown of Kannapolis, North Caro- 
lina, who is assembling a herd of “tops” 
from offerings in the Southeast, both 
at private and auction sales. “Rachel” 
was a worthy top, beautifully fitted,

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entertainment was furnished by a local 
hill-billy band and quartette who are 
the equal, if not the superior, of most 
professionals. 

Peter Longrod, Lyons, was unani- 
mously reelected president for the en- 
suing year. E. D. Naylor, Lyons, was 
elected vice-president succeeding Frank 
Chapman; Alton Beal was elected 
secretary and treasurer succeeding 
Bernard Kurtz. Glen Eygnor, Wolcott, 
and Richard Bauch, manager of Wych- 
mere Farm, owned by Mrs. Helen R. C. 
Motley, Ontario, were elected directors 
succeeding Bert Oaks and Earl Henry. 

President Longrod gave out appro- 
priate pencils as souvenirs which were 
donated through the courtesy of the 
John Deere Company, Moline, Illinois. 

Mr. Cunningham, 4-H Club leader 
of Wayne County, announced he had 
requests for pure bred and_ grade 
Guernsey calves for 4-H club work and 
if anyone was interested in such sales to 
communicate with him. 

Dr. M. C. Bond, Marketing Expert 
from the Extension Department of 
Cornell, gave an exceptionally interest- 
ing and valuable discussion of various 
milk marketing problems as they apply 
relative to large areas and basic prin- 
ciples. In his discussion, Dr. Bond 
brought out the fact that surplus, as 
the word is generally used in the New 
York Milk Shed, designates that milk 
not sold as fluid milk or fluid cream. 
Based on accurate survey analysis, 
complications show that on the average 
approximately forty-eight per cent of 
the total volume of milk is used in New 
York State as fluid, five per cent as 
butter, eight per cent as cheese, nine 
per cent for condensed and evaporated 
purposes, twenty-seven per cent for 
cream, two per cent for ice cream and 
one per cent for general other purposes. 
Further figures submitted show that 
during 1937 the average production of 
milk for the entire area was 325 pounds 
per day per farm for the 45,000 dairies 
involved. 

Dr. Bond further pointed out that 
unfortunately consumers do not drink 
milk in proportion to production. Con- 
sumer use of fluid milk shows a varia- 
tion of only ten per cent as contrasted 
to wide production variations. In 
New York State the figures show that 
on the average approximately two cans 
of milk are received in June to each one 


shipped in November. Such -easonal 
variations have a very decided influence 
on price returns. During a depression 
of prices it was brought out that milk 
prices in general tend to lag either jn 
declining or advancing behind other 
basic commodities and such lagging 
often has an adverse effect on indivyj- 
dual producer returns. Dr. Bond ex: 
pressed the opinion that the base 
surplus plan has excellent possibilities 
although perhaps some decided limita 
tions as applied on a broad scale. 

It is interesting to note that the New 
York State Guernsey Breeders Co 
Operative, Inc., has operated under 
the base-surplus plan since its inception 
and that in general it has worked most 
satisfactorily. Perhaps this is due in 
part to the fact that Guernsey pro- 
ducers represent a type of breeder 
producer that gives considerable at: 
tention and thought not only to in- 
dividual production but to individual 
marketing and general economic and 
marketing problems as well, so that the 
membership in general adhere to and 
abide by the necessary principles in- 
culcated in the base-surplus plan. Each 
individual member basing their opera: 
tions upon and reporting correctly 
insofar as is humanly possible relative 
to their probable base sales. It is only 
by the application of true co-operation 
by all parties involved that the base: 
surplus plan can successfully operate 
In your own association this has 
worked exceptionally well to a remark: 
able degree due, primarily, to this 
factor of excellent cooperation by all its 
members. 

R. W. Duck spoke on various milk 
and breed matters.

For June 1, 1938 


Farm Bureau Agent K. D. Scott 
gave an interesting and valuable talk 
relative to the coming field day and 
bull sale to be held at the Whitney 
Point Fair Grounds, June 11. It is 
estimated the annual turnover and re- 
placement for bulls in this area is 
approximately 700 head; the demand 
is, therefore, wide and constant. A 
high percentage of these are grades and 
scrubs. It is the purpose of the pro- 
posed sale, which is represented by 
consignors from adjacent counties, to 
promote and stimulate demand for pure 
bred bulls. The counties represented 
in the sale will be: Broome, Chemung, 
Chenango, Cortland, Delaware, Ot- 
sego, Schuyler, Tioga and Tompkins. 
Those desirous of consigning to the 
sale should contact their farm bureau 
agent for necessary arrangements. H. 
T. Hotaling, Kirkwood, New York, is 
in charge of the grounds. 

K. C. Sly, Manager of McDonald 
Farms, Cortland, New York, gave an 
exceptionally interesting talk relative 
to various production and breed prob- 
lems. He brought out the point that 
at the last Golden Guernsey Classic, a 
4-H Club heifer, Dorothea of Olent- 
angy 478565, was owned by W. H. 
Read, Delaware, Ohio, and purchased 
by McDonald Farms for $1,500, show- 
ing that quality, breeding and type will 
always bring attractive prices, thus 
illustrating that it is not necessary that 
they be offered only by prominent 
breeders and estates. The important 
necessity of supplying quality roughage 
for growing heifers and calves was 
stressed. Also the fact that by maxi- 
mum utilization of such quality rough 
age, both in the producing and growing 
herd permits and makes necessary less 
grain requirements. Young stock so 
raised in the McDonald Farms herd 
seldom requires more than three pounds 
of grain daily. Mixed hay, second 
cutting, excellent quality not too rich 
in alfalfa has proved preferable in 
practice. 

H. L. Case is 4-H Club leader in this 
territory and can well be proud of the 
many exceptional records which have 
been made by 4H members showing 
Guernseys. He mentioned the fact 
that it is difficult for members to obtain 
Guernsey calves of proper quality and 
type at prices they can afford to pay. 
This is, of course, a universal problem 


with the breed and can only be sur’ 
mounted by breed loyalty and patriot- 
ism on the part of the larger breeders 
who support this worthy program.

“Agitator” has been on 
lease at Hendershore Farms from Mc- 
Donald Farms for the past two years. 
He is sired by Foremost Nobly Born 
182562, A. R., with fourteen Ad- 
vanced Register daughters with fifteen 
records in immature classes that average 
12329.1 pounds of milk and 626.0 
pounds of butter fat. ““Nobly Born” is 
a son of Mixter Faithful 101637, the 
breed’s great living brood matron. 


E. Ellis Elwood, manager, A. B. 
Cox, owner, Glensfoot Farms, Cherry 
Valley, New York, now has twenty- 
nine tested daughters, sired by Otsego 
Cherub 120939, Cow Testing Associa- 
tion records, in the herd on comparable 
test basis with their dams. These 
records on a 305 day, twice-a-day 
milking, show that the average of the 
dams was 6999 pounds of milk and 
337.8 pounds of butter fat, testing 4.82 
per cent. The comparable average for 
the twenty-nine daughters, sired by 
“Cherub” out of these cows, was 7392 
pounds of milk and 365.8 pounds of 
butter fat, testing 4.94 pounds of milk.

Allen Farm, G. Herbert Allen, 
owner, Salt Point, New York, has one 
of the outstanding small Guernsey 
herds in the Empire State. Progress in 
this herd is of interest because of the 
continuous use of outstanding sires and 
checking the herd for production by 
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continuous testing plus a health pro- 
gram, resulting in an accredited-ap- 
proved herd. Their records of achieve- 
ment both at the pail and in the show 
ring have been worthy accomplish- 
ments. The excellence of the indivi- 
duals produced have brought some very 
attractive prices. The results in this 
herd which have been on the most 
practical basis at all times, can be 
duplicated in any farm herd in America 
by following similar constructive meth- 
ods. 

Some of the females purchased in- 
clude Ethel of Middlevale 47365, that 
was bought in 1922. She was bred by 
Clarence Knapp, Standfordville, New 
York. Other foundation females in- 
clude Braye Daisy of Sepascot 125456, 
purchased from the Lisle Weaver 
Estate, Rhinebeck, as a two-year-old. 
She was the dam of four heifers in the 
Allen herd, one of which was a second 
prize yearling at the New York State 
Fair and later grand champion cow at 
the Dutchess County Fair. Also 
Woodland’s Edwardina 83546 and 
Knollwood Amethyst 162968  pur- 
chased from W. B. Jones, White Plains, 
New York.

Buoyant 245192 was purchased at the 
Foremost Sale on May 13, 1937, at 
Hopewell Junction, New York. This 
junior herd sire is owned jointly by 
Allen Farms and Frank Van Wagner, 
Hyde Park, New York. He is an out’ 
standing individual and was junior 
champion at the Dutchess County 
Fair and placed fifth at the 1937 New 
York State Fair. His dam, Foremost 
Kezia 441782, was in the Foremost 
Guernsey best produce of dam class 
last Fall. 

Fourteen females in the Allen herd 
have been bred to “Buoyant.” His 
first calves will soon be producing in 
the herd. It is very probable he will 
further improve conformation, Pf 
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duction. juality and type. The Allen 
Farm herd has been represented in 
three blue ribbon county herds at the 
New York State Fair. At last year’s 
Dutchess County Fair the herd won 
frst prize in the herd class with a total 
of eight blue ribbons and two cham- 
pionships. 

H. H. Crumb, Oxford, New York, 
has an exceptionally fine producing herd 
of registered Guerseys. This herd is 
illustrative of what may be accom- 
plished by a farmer-breeder following 
proved blood lines and production 
principles. The herd has demonstrated 
its outstanding merits in both the open 
and 4H classes exhibiting at leading 
fairs. 

At the pail it is hanging up records 
of production which show a profit as 
well as high individual merit. The 
senior herd sire is Goldridge of the 
Grove 211441, bred by the Miller 
Estate, Rhinebeck, New York. His 
sire was Val Erin 166350, a full brother 
to Valor’s Favorite 277084, A. R., with 
11499.2 pounds of milk and 605.3 
pounds of butter fat in class C. Val 
Erin 166750 is sired by Langwater 
Valor 79775, A. R., with fifty Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and fifteen 
Advanced Register sons. The dam of 
Goldridge of the Grove 211441 is Golda 
of the Grove 236458 with a record of 
516 pounds of butter fat in class E. The 
junior herd sire being used by Mr. 
Crumb is Tarbell Farms Royal Promise 
240978. He is sired by May Royal's 
Holliston 130308 and out of Tarbell 
Farms Majestic Ursina 380405 with a 
record of 7551.4 pounds of milk and 
401.9 pounds of butter fat in class 
GGG.

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the full year the calf crop is bound to 
suffer, «nd also the actual yearly milk 
production. As the entire dairy busi- 
ness hinges on the cows giving birth 
to calves, so the success of the indi- 
vidual breeder depends upon the 
calving efficiency of his herd. One of 
the sad features in the past, where 
our great cows have made a series of 
yearly records, has been the fact that 
their contribution to the breed has 
been reduced by delayed breeding 
and their total offspring have been 
fewer than they would have been had 
they not made the records. Also 
delayed breeding has been blamed, and 
I believe rightly so, for shy breeding 
and breeding and sterility. So, with 
the thought in mind of securing as 
near a normal calf crop as possible, 
and avoiding breeding troubles, we 
have chosen the following plan which 
appears to us to be a good one.

tat heifers are given a 365 
day record, being bred for the double 
letter class after being in milk five 
months. Cows that already have 
Advanced Register records are bred 
if possible after they have been in milk 
three months and are given 305 day 
records; these will be in the triple 
letter. This gives the cow a two 
month rest period and approximately 
acalf per year. Any cows that do not 
get in calf at the intended time are 
continued into the regular double 
letter or single letter classes. 

Those who are testing in the triple 
etter division do not have this prob- 
em to contend with except with cows 
that do not get in calf when they 
should in order to qualify. I am in- 
clined to believe that this division 
should be regarded with more favor 
by the larger breeders, being very 
practical from the dairyman’s stand- 
point. However, a lot of us are slow 
to change and the sound of , records 
of 1000 pounds to 600 pounds of 
Dutter fat is so much bigger than from 
60 to 300 pounds. After all, I doubt 
if ever we will all be satisfied to come 
down to earth and make Advanced 
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Register testing a little less spectacular 
and a little more common sense.

Tarbell Farms, Smithville Flats, 
New York, Mrs. Alice Wightman, 
manager, J. S. Fisher, cattle superin- 
tendent, have achieved an enviable 
record during the past year by raising 
172 calves from 176 cows. The inci- 
dence of udder trouble in this herd is 
zero except in cases of physical injury. 
This is attributed to the conditions 
observed for the production of certified 
milk and the extreme cleanliness and 
sanitation required with the indivi- 
duals and the milkers. This care in- 
cludes washing and disinfection of the 
udders and hindquarters and disinfec- 
tion of the hands of the milker before 
milking each cow. After milking, the 
teats are dipped in a five per cent disin- 
fectant solution. At present five bulls 
are being used in this herd. These 
include: May Royal’s Holliston 130308 
that will be twelve years old in No- 
vember. He now has sixty-eight Ad- 
vanced Register daughters, twenty on 
test and fifty more which will be tested 
as they freshen. During the past 
season he sired sixteen daughters. His

of 1,344 animals were registered, in- 
cluding 149 bulls and twenty-one 
foundatior stock cows. This total 
was only exceeded once by twenty- 
two in 1929 until 1936 when it jumped 
to 1,525, made up of 166 bulls, fourteen 
foundation stock cows and 1,345 heifers. 

Exports during the same period have 
varied from 697 animals in 1925 to the 
peak of 949 in 1936, the lowest totals 
for any one year being 495 in 1926. 

Another interesting feature of this 
publication is a comparison of prizes, 
subscriptions and entries during the 
last forty-six years. These make in- 
teresting reading, reflecting the falling- 
off of interest in the displays of the 
Society on the part of the general pub- 
lic, due to the counter-attractions which 
did not exist in our fathers’ youthful 
days. 

In 1892, prizes donated amounted 
to three times as much in value as those 
of last year and entries in excess of this 
proportion. Subscriptions, however, 
have shown an advance and have in- 
creased by about one-sixth in value 
during the period under review.
